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On 22 April 13, R/Sgt. called the complainant,stated that due to work obligation s and his 
availability he would not be available to be interviewed until Saturda^^pM^^DDroximately 1330 hours. | 
then agreed to come Into the 003rd District Police Station along withH^^HHH^^^^Hwho allegedly witnessed the 
allegations. 

On 27 Apr 13, R/Sgt. contacted^/i^elephone.^^^^^^^Jat approximately 1000 hours to confirm his appointment with 
RVSgt. at ^^^y^here^^^^^Jagreed to come to the station. At approximately 1345 hours, R/Sgt. again 
contacted^^^^^^^via tejephon^who stated that he had changed his mind and did not want to pursue the matter any 
further. R/Sgt. then asked pH^^|why he changed his mind and he stated in essence and not verbatim that after 
thinking about the situation he believed the Officer was just doing his job and it was all a "misunderstanding". R/Sgt then 
asked if it was ok for R/SaMc^om^o his home to present him with a letter of declination where he can officially elect to 
terminated his complaint/^^^^^^then stated that he would not be available until approximately 1745 hours where he 
would be able to meet witfHR/Sgniear the intersectior^^3rj^^nd Stony Island. 

At approximately 1745 hours R/Sgt. relocate^o^H^B^H which is wheref^f^^^tated earlier in the day 
that he was going to be. R/Sgt. then met with^^^^^^Jwher^T^urther explaine^nat^^^?timehe filed the complaint 
he was upset at the Officer who stopped him because the Officer made him late for work. state that the 

Officer gave him a "pass” and did noHssu^n^itation^fter he committed a minor traffic infraction however he did not like 
the Officer's attitude. R/Sgt. available to be interviewed as well however stated that he 

"did not have time to g^^^^^^^that” and that he was in a hurry and just wanted to "withdraw his complaint" at which 
point R/Sgt. presented^^^^^|with a letter of Declination (attachment #10) where he signed it at 1750 hours. 


R/Sgt. has identified the Officer as Maurice Anderson #11348 who was working Beat 321 on 1 Apr 13 according to the 
003rd District, 2nd watch Daily Assignment sheet (attachment #7) and A & A sheet (attachment 8). 

A PCAD history printout (attachmen^Woi^vent #1309102520 indicates that Officer Anderson did conduct a traffic stop 
involving the complainant.^^^^^^^^^^^however the report further indicates that the stop was conducted at 
approximately 0714 hours near 7050 S. Stony Island. The PCAD report also shows Officer Anderson #11348 clearing from 
the stop approximately nine (9) minutes later at 0723 hours.
